Resolution 2SSS (2020) 


Adopted by the Security Council on 18 December 2020 


7Pe Secu7zb Cox1ciL， 


Noti1ng with concern that the Situation in the Middle East is tense and is likely 
to remain so, unless and until a comprehensive settlement covering all aspects of the 
Middle East problem can be reached， 


Davi1zg co1lsidered the reports of the Secretary-General on the United Nations 
Disengagement Observer Force (UNDOF) of 23 September 2020 (S/2020/945) and 
2 December 2020 (S/2020/11539), and also reaffirming its resolution 1308 (2000) of 
17 July 2000， 


jessi11g that both parties must abide by the terms of thpe 1974 Disengagement 
of Forces Agreement between Israel and the Syrian Arab Republic and scrupulously 
observe the ceasefire， 


ZXD1essi11g Concern that the ongoing military activities conducted by any actor 
in the area of separation continue to have the potential to escalate tensions between 
Israel and the Syrian Arab Republic，jeopardize the ceasefire between the two 
countries，and pose a risk to the local civilian population and United Nations 
personnel on the ground， 


ZXD1jessi1sg its appreciation in this regard to UNDOF'S liaison efforts to prevent 
any escalation of the Situation across the ceasefire line， 


EXD1essi1g alarm that violence in the Syrian Arab Republic risks a _ Serious 
conflagration ofthe conflict in the region， 


ZXD1jessi11g Concern at all violations ofthe Disengagement of Forces Agreement， 


Noting the Secretary-General's latest report on the Situation in the area of 
operations of UNDOF, including findings about weapons fire across the ceasefire line 
as Well as ongoing military activity on the Bravo Slide of the area of separation, and 
in this regard underscoring that there should be no military forces, military equipment， 
or personnel in the area of separation other than those of UNDOF， 
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Caliipzg upon all parties to the Syrian domestic conflict to cease military actions 
throughout the country, including in the UNDOF area of operations, and to respect 
international humanitarian law， 


Noting the Significant threat to the UN personnel in the UNDOF area of 
operation from unexploded ordnance，exploslive Temnants of war and mines，and 
e11Djpasizi11g in this regard the need for demining and clearance operations in Strict 
compliance with the 1974 Disengagement of Forces Agreement， 


Rea1jirmaizsg its readiness to consider listing individuals,，groups, undertakings， 
and entities providing Support to the Islamic State in Iraq and the Levant (ISIL, also 
known as Da'"esh) or to the Al-Nusra Front (also known as Jabhat Fateh al-Sham or 
Hay'at Iaphrir al-Sham)，including those who are financing，arming，planning，oT 
recruiting for ISIL or the Al-Nusra Front and all other individuals，groups， 
undertakings,，and entities associated with ISIL and Al-Qaida as listed on the ISIL 
(Da'"esh) and Al-Qaida Sanctions List, including those participating in or otherwise 
Supporting attacks against UNDOF peacekeepers， 


Recosg1izi1g the necessity of efforts to flexibly adjust UNDOF'S posture to 
minimlze the Security risk to UNDOF personnel as UNDOF continues to Implement 
its mandate, while emphasizing that the ultimate goal is forthe peacekeepers to return 
to UNDOF”s area of operations as Soon as practicable，

countries having access to reports and information related to UNDOF's redeployment 
configuration, and reinforcing that such information assists the Security Council with

to improve mission operations，including decisions Such as those regarding 
deployment, rfemediation, repatriation and incentives, and rea1i7mas its Support for the 
development of a comprehensive and integrated performance policy framework that 
identifies clear standards of performance for evaluating all United Nations civilian

including vetting of all personnel, pre-deployment and in-mission awareness training， 
and to take appropriate steps to ensure full accountability in cases of such conduct 
involving their personnel through timely investigation of allegations by troop- and 
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police-contributing countries,， and UNDOF as appropriate, holding perpetrators to 
account and repatriating units when there is credible evidence of widespread or 
Systemic Sexual exploitation and abuse by those units; 


13$. Decides to renew the mandate of UNDOF for a period of six months, that 
is, until 30 June 2021, and redxyests the Secretary-General to ensure that UNDOF has 
the redquired capacity and resources to fulfil the mandate in a safe and Secure way; 


16. Requests the Secretary-General to report every 90 days on developments 
in the Situation and the measures taken to Implement resolution 338 (1973). 
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
